Claim Objections 



1. 



Claims 15-16 are objected to because of the following informalities: 



Claim 15, line 



2, "Si oxide" should be -Si surface-; 



Claim 16, line 2, "Si oxide" should be -Si surface-. 



Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 , the term "preferentially" in line 3 of paragraph (b), and line 3 

of paragraph (c) is indefinite for not clearly setting forth the metes and bounds of the 

claim. 

Claims 2-21 are rejected due to their dependency. 

Regarding claims 6 and 14-16, the term "preferably" in lines 3 and 5 of claim 6, 
line 2 of claim 14, line 3 of claim 15, and line 3 of claim 16 is indefinite for not clearly 
setting forth the metes and bounds of the claim. 

Regarding claims 6 and 14-16: 
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A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls 
within the broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since 
the resulting claim does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent 
protection desired. See MPEP § 2173.05(c). Note the explanation given by the Board 
of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. 
App. & Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is followed by "such as" and then 
narrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by raising a 
question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely 
exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required 
feature of the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 1 31 
USPQ 74 (Bd. App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte 
Hasche, 86 USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claim 6 lines 2-3 
recites the broad recitation of "a temperature range in the range from room temperature 
to 1200°C", and the claim also recites "preferably in the range from 350 to 900°C" which 
is the narrower statement of the range/limitation. Claim 6 lines 4-5 and claims 14-16 
are being similarly rejected. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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3. Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Brasen (U.S. 
Pat. 5442205). 

Regarding claim 21, Brasen [Fig.1] discloses a lattice-tuning semiconductor 
substrate formed by a method according to claim 1. This is a product-by-process claim, 
and as such, the process limitation does not have patentable weight. 

"[E]ven though product-by-process claims are limited by and defined by the 
process, determination of patentability is based on the product itself. The patentability of 
a product does not depend on its method of production. If the product in the product-by- 
process claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, the claim is 
unpatentable even though the prior product was made by a different process." In re 
Thorpe, 777 F.2d 695, 698, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-20 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: cited prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest the claimed invention, taken as 
a whole, the method of forming a lattice-tuning semiconductor substrate, specifically the 
limitations of defining parallel strips of a Si surface by spaced parallel isolating means; 
selectively growing a first SiGe layer on the strips and not the isolating means; and 
growing a second SiGE layer on top of the first SiGE layer to overgrow the isolating 
means.
